Tue NEw OoMMENDER OF THE ARMY OF TENNESSEE.
—1We find 1n the 'é_ljnrlés'ﬁn AMeércury a sketch of 'the
military career of Gen. Hobp, from which it appears
that ho was born in Bath County, Kentucky, on ‘tho
29th of June, '1831, and is consequently only a little
over 33 years ot age. #e graduated at West Point in:
the class of 1853, and was assigned to duty in the
Fourth infantry, in California, where he gerved twon-
ty-lwo moaths. Im July, 1856, he was transferred to
the 2d cavalry, commainded by the late General (then
Colonel) ArserT StoNey JoENsTON, and of which
General R. E. Lee was Lieutenant_Colonel. - In the
‘winter of 1855—'56 ha entered the frontler ser-
vice in Western Texas, where, in tho July following
he was wounded in a spiritéd -engagement “\vith the,
Indiang. He continued in the service of the United
States, and a short time previous to the begiuning of
the present war was ordered tb report for duty at West
Point as iustructor of cavalry. At his own request,
however, he was allowed to return to duty in Texas,
boing desirous of casting his destinies with that por-
tion ol the eountry to which he was most devotedly
attached. On the 16th of April, 1861, he resigned hig
commission and tendered hiy services to the Confeder-
acy. . His name was entered upon the roll with the
rank of First Lieutenant, and he was ordered to report
to Gen. LEE in Virginin. He served with distinction
on the Peninsula, and so rapidi§kas _l_:i&‘ﬁ;pmotinn that
on the 30th of September he receivéd the commission
of Colonel of infantry, and avas piaced in command
of the Fourth Regiment of Texas Volunteers, then in
camp near Richmond.  Subsequontly the Fourth and
Fifth Texns Regiments wer® organized into a Brigade,
and on the 3d of March, 1862, Colonel Hoop was ap-
puinted to the command. Thus within the brief space
ol'ten months and seventeen days lie rose from the
rank of First Licutenant to that of Brigadior. At the
‘battle of Chickampuga, as in every other battle in
'whiceh he was engngad, General Hoop aom a prori:i-
nent part, and was 'so soverely wounded in the right
leg as to render amputation necessary. For signal
courage displayed on that hard-fought field be was
mndo Lieutenant-General. Aggoonas he had suffi-
viently recovered, he resumed ¥ active duties in the
Army of Tennessee, of which he has now the com-
mand.
